rial, equipment, fittings and appurten- 
ances as may be practicable; and for 
this purpose the sum of $200,000, or so 
much thereof as may be necessary, is 
hereby apprcpriated and made immedi- 
ately available.’’ 

\ The resolution was prepared at the navy 
department and introduced at the requcst 
of Secretary” Long, who, in forwarding it 
Mr. Hale, also sent q letter explaining its 
purpose. He says in this letter: 

“tt was deemed proper and important 
that steps should be taken immediately to 
recover the remains of the officers and men 
lost on the occasion of this most deplora- 
ble catastrophe; to raise the vesse] or j\to 
Save such parts of her armament and 
equipment as may be practicable.’’ 

To this the secretary adds:

No Evidence Te Convict Him of the 
Marder of Zeke Winn. 


FELTON ORDERS HIS RELEASE. 


Other Prisoners Were Discharged from 
{Jail on Similar Grounds. 


CRIMINAL DOCKET CALLED IN BIBB COURT 


There Will Be a Heavy Run of Work 
for the Court and Lawyers in 
the Central City. \ 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
een, Ga., February 18.—(Special.)—By order 
of Judge Felton, of Bibb superior court, A. 
Wi. Blarch, colored was released from jail 
today, where he has been some time 
charged with the murder of the negro 
barber, Zeke Winn. 
‘Blanch was arrested and had a commit- 
ment trial before Justice Gerdine and Was 
Gischarged, but he was re-arrested and 
bound over by the city recorder to jail. 
The grand jury, at its session this week. 
did not find a trne bill against him, a9 the 
evidence was insufficient to ecnvict. It 
Was on this account that Judge Felton or- 
dered the release of Blanch. 

The murder of Winn remains a mystery. 

It is said that during the incarceration of 
Blanch in jail his slumbers were greatly 
disturbed by dreams and he was constantly 
talking about Zeke Winn and the hatchet 
with which he was killed. So frightened 
did other negro .prigoners in the cell with 
Blaneh become that they requested Jaiier 
Stephens to remove them to another por- 
tion of the jail, but he declined to do so. 
Blanch was represented at his preliminary 
hearing by Attorney John R. Cooper. 


Prisoners Released. 

Judge William H. Felton, of Bibb supe- 
rior court, issued the following order today: 

“The solicitor general being of the opin- 
ion that the evidence in behalf of the state 
against the following named parties, tow't: 
Arthur Jaques, J. D. Wynn, Monroe Per- 
kins, Mose Hall, Henry Lowe, Albert Lo- 
gan, Lewis Bates and A. H. Blanch igs in- 
sufficient to authorize the prosecution of 
said parties, it is ordered by the court that 
the said parties be discharged from jail, 
In open court, this February 18, 1898.”

The defendant, the city of 
Marcon, had not been served with a copy of 
the petition, and until this Service is per- 
fected Judge Felton will not pass on the 
matter permanently. For the present, at 
any rate, the pesthouse will not be built 
where it was originally intended by the city 
and county conjointly. The probability is 
that the city and council wil now each 
build @ separate and independent pest- 
house.

Previous Satisfactory Returns for 
Shipments. 


WILL BE AN IMMENSE YIELD THIS YEAR 


The Crop May Probably Be Doubled 
in Size This Year Over That 
1 of Last Year.

Albany. Ga., February 18.—(Special.)— 
Now that the season has arrived when me!- 
on growers in this section will begin plant- 
ing and when estimates of the year’s #rop 
are rife, information of a reliable nature 
on whic to base a forecast is very much 
in demand. 

Albany is the center of the melon grow- 
ing district of Georgia and is made the 
headquarters of nearly every buyer who 
comes to this section for the early summer 
trade. Last year the disirict immediately 
around Albany produced nearly one-fourth 
of the entire Georgia crop, or more than 
600 car loads, and most the growers 
hereabouts received satisfactory returns 
except in exceptional cases. e 

Your correspondent has endeavored to 
obtain sueh reliable information regarding 
the melon crop of 1898 as will be of inter- 
est and value, and finds that everye indi- 
cation points to an immense yield. The 
entire crop of Georgia and Florida in 1897 
was about 3,000 car loads. The largest ever 
produced was that of 1890, when 9,000 cars 
were loaded and sh'pped, causing a loss 
to every grower in the melon belt. 

‘It may be safely predicted that not less 
than from 6,000 to 7,000 cars will be grown 
this year. A careful estimate of the crop 
in the country immediately around Albany 
leads to the belief that at least 1,200 cars 
will be shipped from the four or five coun- 
ties that in 1897 produced but 600. Parties 
in Albany who sell seed to growers here 
experienced an almost - unprecedented de- 
mand for the'r stock since January 1st. 
and your correspondent has seen letters 
‘from fertilizer dealers in this state and in 
Fiorida asserting taat the demand for mei- 
on fertilizers this year is more than three 
times as great as it was in 1897. Several] 
Dougherty cgunty growers who have been 
among the largest in the state have 
their acreage down below a fourth of what 
it has heretofore been, believing. that the 
markets will be glutted early in the season.

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| Whe Whitehall Improvement. 

In view of the importance of the work 
pf widening and improving Whitehall 
pireet{. we should jthink there could 
hardly be two opinions, in council or 
out of it, as to the necessity of prompt- 
ly taking advantage of the proposition 
of the county authorities to shoulder 
half the expenses. | 

The proposed’ improvement, while it 
will benefit and develop that portion of 
Whitehall street which lies between the 
junction of Forsyth and the Central rail- 
road, has for its main object the comple- 
tion of an adequate driveway from Col- 
lege Park through Whitehajl to Forsyth, 
from (Forsyth to Peachtree, and out 
Peachtree to Buckhead, covering a dis- 
tance of about twelve miles, 

From College Park to the beginning 
of Whitehall street in West End, the 
county authorities have already built a 
chert driveway. On the other side, 
they have connected a chert driveway 
with the asphalt of Peachtree, while 
Forsyth street, from Whitehall to the 
bridge near The Constitution office, is 
paved with brick. To practically com- 
plete this city and county improvement, 
-it is only necessary to widen and repave 
that portion: of Whitehall street which 
connects Forsyth street with the chert 
driveway in West End—a distance of 
about 4,000 feet. 

‘This stretch of street, through which 
all the wagon traffic from the Sandtown 
and Green’s Ferry and Jonesboro roads 
must enter the city, is the narrowest 
Portion of the proposed driveway, and 
the improvement that is proposed is one 
that will benefit the whole county. 

We think, therefore, that members of 
council should think twice before plac- 
Ang this improvement in the list of 
merely local projects, or before permit- 
’ ting any local project to come in com- 
petition with it. The ends aimed at by 
the county authorities, and by those 
citizens who have interested themselves 
in the improvement, are not confined to 
or bounded by the limits of the 4,000 feet 
on Whitehall street. Their desires are 
to carry on to completion a work in 
which the whole city and county are 
interested. 

Under the circumstances, it is to be 
hoped that council will view the matter 
es something above and beyond ward 
boundaries and prejudices. Such a 
driveway as that which will result from 
the completion of the projected improve- 
ment is one that may be enjoyed by the 
citizens of all the wards. It is no more 
@ south side than a north side improve- 
ment; and the east side as well as the 
‘west side will share the benefits. 

* With reference to the proposed im- 
provement of Edgewood avenue, there is 
mo reason why this work should ¢on- 
flict in any way with the Whitehall 
street improvement. ‘The grade of Edge- 
wood avenue should he raised; and now 
that the county commissioners have 
agreed to bear half the expense with 
the city, there should be no hesitation 
on the part of the council’in accepting 
the offer of the county, and we think 
the members of that body will fail in 
their duty to the whole city if they al- 
,fow the opportunity to pass without 
taking advantage of it.

lutely; impartial, as well as sincere, and 
such a history as we have in mind would 
be accepted and indorsed by the earn- 
est educators of both sides. More than 
that, it would itself become a quick edu- 
eator. It would fit and mold opinions 
to its own standard of justice and pa- 
triotism. 

In matters cf this sort, the politicians 
would be left behind. They are quick 
to read the signs of the times, and they 
are not at all likely to protest against 
the decisions of public sentiment. 

In suggesting John Fiske, the writer 
in The Times was doubtless moved by 
the characteristics that appear in “Vir- 
ginia and Her Neighbors,” Compare 
that study with any other history of 
the southern colonies by a northern 
writer, and the difference will be seen. 
In John Fiske’s work, justice takes pal- 
pable shape—indeed, is not to be sepa- 
rated from his method, And then, even 
a southern cracker is delighted to find 
justice clothed in a charming style, flu- 
ent, clear, serene; a literary stream in 
which the idioms of our wonderful 
tongue glow with new graces. 


Me. John Sherman. 

All the symptoms go to show that the 
Official candle of an Ohio statesman has 
been snuffed out. He is still holding 
on to his office with the bitter resolu- 
tion that is a part of the equipment of 
an Ohio politician, bit, as a political 
factor, he has actually passed, away 
while yet in life. 

We refer, of course, to John Sherman, 
the alleged secretary of state, who was 
counted out of the senate in order to 
make room in that body for the politi- 
cal representative of the Rothschilds, 
the Hon. Marcus A. Hanna. Mr. Sher- 
man was made secretary of state, and 
for awhile acted as such, but he very 
quickly developed into a great gossip, 
To one newspaper man he would tell 
one tale, and in a few minutes, give an 
entirely different version of the same 
tale to another newspaper man. 

This versatility was not pleasing to 
the. attorneys of Spain in the state de- 
partment and in the senate, and so word 
went out that Sherman was betraying 
symptoms of mental fatigue. Since 
then the secretary of.state has been 
gradually withdrawn from tke public 
view, like a stereopticon slide. He 
has been cut off from contact with the 
correspondents. He has been suppressed 
as completely as if the hand of oblivion 
had wiped him out, 

Nobody knows where Mack and Mark 
have the poor old man hid. His name 
is never heard, and all the transactions 
of the state department are carried on 
by a Mr. Day, who, if he did not know, 
has rapidly learned, how to walk Span- 
ish. 

But John Sherman has disappeared of- 
ficially. Heserved his purpose, it seems, 
when he made way for Hanna in the 
senate. But he must be drawing his 
salary, otherwise he would fight his 
way to the front, old as he is! and ai 
his troubles. in the newspapers. 

The old man has not had a checkered 
career. He has had two objects in life 
—to make money and to -hold office— 
and he has succeeded in doing both. He 
has been consistent, too. He started 
out with the idea that politics meant 
deception, and he has stuck to it. His 
unveracity has been of the most. re- 
markable character: Whether this has 
been due to a defective memory or to 
a natural desire to avoid the truth, it is 
impossible to say, and we are willing 
at this late day to place the mildest con- 
struction on his efforts to avoid telling 
the truth. . 

He has passed away while‘still living. 
He has wrobably dome more harm to 
the people of this country than one man 
was ever before able to do to the peo- 
ple of any land. From the demonetiza- 
tion of silver ‘to the preparation of affi- 
davits for Eliza Pinkston in 1876, all his 
activity has been in the direction of 
evil and evil only. But he is now 
come to a condition where his humblest 
victim can afford to pity him. 


The White Squadron. 

The possibility of serious international 
complications, growing out of the recent 
destruction of our battleship Maine, in 
the harbor of Havama, naturally arouses 
fresh interest in the fighting strength 
of our American naval outfit. 

Of course the frightful disaster which 
has overtaken the Maine, whether due 
to Spanish foul play or to some internal 
accident, tends to weaken public confi- 
dence in the security afforded by our 
battleships, and to bring distrust upon 
the entire white*squadron. Nor is this 
to be easily avoided when the country 
is suddenly confronted with the spec- 
tacle of seeing one of its gigantic iron- 
clads converted into mere doll rags by 
reason of some mysterious explosion. 
In such mishaps as the one which now 
confronts us is it not proper to apply the 
old adage and judge of the entire squad- 
ron by the power of resistance which 


r the Maine has manifested, or rather 


failed to manifest? - 

While this question is 
in the public mind, it\s wéll to note that 
the Maine, although c g the govern- 
ment somewhere in the neighborhood 
of $2/500,000, does not appear in the 
catafogue of our first-class battleships. 
Since its total displacement aggregated 
only 6,682 tons, its proper designation is 
that of a second-class battleship. Our 
first-class battleships, with the tonnage 
in each case, are nine in number, as 
follows: The Kentucky, 11,525 tons; 
the Kearsage, 11,525 tons; the ‘Illinois, 
11,525; the Alabama, 11,525: the Wis- 
consin, 11,525; the Iowa, 11,410: the Or- 
egon, 10,288; the Indiana, 10,288: the 
Massachusetts, 10,288.

this falls considerably short of our 
smallest one, its displacement being only 
9,900 tons. One apparent advantage 
which. Spain’s fleet has over ours 
is in the number of armored cruis- 
ers. While her fieet contains seven of 
these cruisers, ours contains only two, 
viz, the New York and the Brooklyn; 
but this advantage is partially overcome 
by the superior equipment of our cruis- 
ers. The New York and the Brooklyn 
carry seventy-four monster guns; the 
Spanish cruisers carry 208 smaller and 
inferior ones. On good authority, the 
statement is: made that Spain has no 
sea-going coast-defense ships, while this 
country: has six, cagrying thirty heavy 
guns and fifty-two light guns. Of non- 
sea-going coast defenders Spain has only 
two, while this country is credited with 
fourteen. Of protected and non-pro- 
tected cruisers, Spain has only five, 
while the United States has sixteen. In 
the number of gunboats and torpedo 
boats available for use in the event of 
hostilities, the United States is also 
ahead of Spain. 

From this hasty review of the two 
squadrons, it is evident that the United 
States possesses every advantage over 
Spain, and that if war comes, as now 
seems imminent, It will be the latter 
power which will have everything to 
lose.

Unjust to Governor Atkinson. 

In justice to Governor Atkinson, The 
Constitution takes occasion to say thar 
some of the newspapers antagonistic to

This fling at Governor Atkinson had 
best been left unsaid. Suppose Judge 
Atkinson were related to the governor— 
neither of them would be the worst for 
it, but on the other hand each would 
have occasion to congratulate the other 
on the connectiofi, for both have made 
their marks in “the public affairs of the 
state, and neither of them has done 
anything which should occasion the 
friends of the other to repudiate the sug- 
gestion of relationship. 

Of course neither Governor Atkinson 
nor Judge Atkinson can be held respon- 
sible for such indiscreet, unjust 1nd un- 
seemly references as are apparently 
written with the view of repudiating the 
governor, and as a personal well-wisher 
of all coneerned, The Constitution hepes 
there will be no more of it. 

A Notable Example of Justice. 

The outcome of the recent trial in 
London of Lord William Neville, charged 
with raismg money under false pre- 
tenses, should not be without some 
wholesome effect on this side of the 
Atlantic, 

I7t our American courts justice is pro- 
verbially uncertain, especially where 
wealth or high social position lift the 
parties on trial out of the common every 
day run of defendants. Instances of 
this kind might be cited almost with- 
out number; indeed, so lax and ineffi- 
cient is our system of justice, due to 
whatever cause it may be, that parties 
absolutely reeking with guilt ofttimes 
succeed, not only in escaping the 
clutches of the law, but also in eluding 
the preliminary process of indictment. 

Just at this critical jumcture, when 
the minds of our people are being grave- 
ly agitated cver the shortcomings of 
our judicial systems, the spectacle pre- 
sented in the prosecution of Lord Ne- 
ville is most instructive. Although be- 
longing to one of the noblest and’ most 
aristocratic families of Great Britain, 
this fact could not spare the dashing 
young lord the humiliating ordeal of 
arraignment in open court nor screen 
him from the just consequences of his 
guilt. The trial proceeded without the 
least delay or friction; there was no 
unnecessary cross-firings over techni- 
calities, and in the end, justice received 
its proper vindication. In passing sen- 
tence upon the prisoner, the trial judge 
declared that if the crime of raising 
money under false pretenses called for 
condign punishment in the case of any 
one, it most certainly called for such 
punishment in the case of one who rep- 
resented the nobility of Great Britain. 
Considering the noble birth and world- 
ly circumstances of the prisoner as mat- 
ters tending to aggravate rather than 
diminish ‘the offense committed, the 
judicial officer felt in duty bound to im- 
pose upon the prisoner the utmost pen- 
alty prescribed for the offense, and to 
sentence him to hard fabor for five 
years. 

On account of the social and family 
connections of the prisoner, the case has 
attracted widespread interest in both 
hemispheres. As a wholesome object

Full Text of the Document in Which 
He Declares His Candiaacy. 


Senator Berner’s letter, announcing him- 
self as a candidate for governor, is-as fol- 
lows: 

‘*To .the Democratic Party of Georgia—! 
@nnounce Myself as @ candidate for the 
nhomination tor governor. -Having reached 
this conclusion, 1 do not hesitate to state 
to you frankly and at once tne reasons 
which prompt me to ask your support at 
this time. Heretofore In every announce- 
ment of my canditjaecy for a nomination 
for any office, when the moment for deci- 
sion arrived, it has been my cusiom to gu 
directly to the rank and file of the pariy 
and speak to them without reserve. Now, 
as then, I come directly to you. 1 have an 
ambition to be governor of the state. 

“But the gratification of personal ambi- 
tion is not the motive that moves me at 
this moment. The simple possession of offi- 
cial power does not tempt me. ‘The hbis- 
tory of my public life authorizes this staie- 
is Known to you that in three 
fierce and bitter contests ‘1 have done the 
State some service’ In the campaigns of 
1892, 1894 and 186, | contributed to the par- 
ty the largest portion of my time ana 
means and consecrategd Whatever ability | 
possessed to insure its Success. If in those 
years I carried the banner of democracy 
where the conflict raged the hottest and up- 
held it in the faee of every foe, it was to 
me a ‘labor of love.’ If in those ,bitter 
conflicts I contributed anything to the tri- 
umph of democracy, I realized my reward 
in}the continued supremacy of the party 
wich was the surest guarantee of good 
and\honest government to the peuple. 

“T did not hurry from the field of bat- 
tle to clamor for the spoils of victory. 
I did not lay aside the weapons of conflict 
to take on the robes of office. It must be 
admitted that I have not annoyed the party 
or the state with my ambition. In the 
present emergency I have hesitated long 
and in the face of many itmportunities be- 
fore making this announeement of my 
candidacy.

The hack,and driver were gone. In the 
roadway where the officers had left the 
team they found the tracks of a great mob 
of men. The hackman’s story as told in the 
courtroom yesterday was thrilling. 

The hackman said he was sitting in his 
hack waiting for the return of the officers 
wl en he was suddenly surrounded by a mob 
of thirty or forty moonshiners all heavily 
armed and all cursing and shooting off 
their guns. 
he thought they would kill him. The leaders 
of the band demanded to know what officers 
he had brought with him. After he had been 
forced to tell everything, the men told him 
he had better go. He drove off rapidly and 
his Rorse was made to move faster by a 
volley of pistol shots. The men ran after 


the hackman for nearly a mile, and then 


being assured that they had the officers 
trapped, walked back to wait for them. The 
officers, finding their team gone, felt abso- 
lutely helpless, as there was no way to get 
back to Villa Rica. Thev went to the house 
of Widow Smith, who promised to care for 
them. 

Some time during the night 
mountaineers came to the house, and &ur- 
rounding it, began shooting and cursing. 
They demanded the officers. Three of the 
mountaineers went tothe door and demand- 
ed admittance. Getting their guns in readi- 
ness the officers gave orders to admit them. 
They came in and James Mitchell, who was 
one of the crowd, talked with the officers, 
Mitchell was a friend of Moore’s and he 
expressed surprise that Moore was one of 
the officers. Afier talking for a short time, 
he took the other men out with him and 
fimally persuaded the mob to leave. The 
officers firmly believe that they would have 
been mobbed had not Moore interceded for 
them. 

The men were arrested day before vyes- 
terday and brought-to Atlanta. They denied 
their guilt and as no proof could be fur- 
nished to convict them, Judge Broyles sim- 
ply gave them a severe lecture and made 
them promise never to attempt harm to 
another revenue officer.

Preminent Cuban Discusses the Maine 
‘Disaster. 


THINKS SPANIARDS DID IT 


Says Cubans Could Not Have Caused 
the Explosion. 


BUT HE DOES NOT EXPECT WAR TO FOLLOW 


Thinks That Public Excitement Will 
Probably Cause Congress To 
Recognize Cuba. 


R. J. M. PLA, the well-known Cu- 
|) van. gays he is not at all surprised 
at the great demonstrations of sym- 

pathy and friendliness made by Spain to- 
ward the United States since the dcstruc- 
tion of the battleship Maine. He thinks 
this is done to prevent the Americans from 
believing that the Spanish government had 
any hand in the terrible catastrophe. 

“Of course, the Spaniards will try 
show that the explosion on the Maine was 
due to an accident,”’ said Dr. Pla, in dis- 
cussing the subjeet. ‘“‘But I don’t see how 
it could have been an accident. The Ais- 
cipline on board the man of war was, such 
that no one could go near the magazines 
without three or four officers first giving 
their permission. From the dispatches re- 
ceived from Havana it appears there is lit- 
tle doubt that the explosion was caused. by 
Spanish treachery. It is hard to tell what 
wil be the result of the investigation, 
though I do not believe Spain in financially 
ableZto pay an indemnity.’ f 

It was suggested to Dr. Pla that a num- 
ber of persons were of the opinion that 
Cubans had caused the explosion in order 
to gain further sympathy. 

‘“Mhe idea of Cubans having anything to 
do with the blowing up of the M: Line,’ said 


to 


he, “is absurd. In Havana they are close- 
ly watched and when seen on the! streets 
with packages they are stopped and in- 


apected. Then again, it would be impossible 
for them to obtain torpedoes with which 
to cause the explosion. The Cubans are 
friendly toward the United States and are 
edtisfied with the aid they have received. 
They know nothing about the use of tor- 
pedoes and it is not likely that they could 
have operated one had they been able to 
obtain. it. 

“Now, 
They have a navy and 
the use of torpedoes, and, in .fact, have 
them in their possession. It would have 
been an easy matter for them to have 
placed one under the ‘Maine. 

“Then, you know, the Spaniards were not 
at all pleased at the idea of having the 
Maine at Havana. When the Maine ‘went 
there a number of vessels from other coun- 
tries were present. It was supposed the 
Maine would make her bow and retire, but 
instead of that she remained.- Provisions 
were brought to her by the Cushing and 
this, of couse, gave the Spaniards the idea 
that she intended to remain several weeks, 
probably months. The Spaniards doubtless 
thought it was a menace to have the big 
guns of the Maine pointing at them all the 
time, and thought she should retvrn to 
America. ‘It seems very probable that in 
order to rid themselves of the big ship and 
her formidable guns they blew her.up. 

“While the Spanish government will ex- 
tend its sympathy to the United States and 
pretend to greatly regret the affair, it {s 
nevertheless almost certain that the Span- 
iards are secretly pleased over the loss of 
the Maine and the loss of the 233 sailors. 

“The Imparcial. of Madrid, one of the 
leading papers in the capital of Spnin, 
speaks on this line in an editorial entitled, 
‘Calma—Prevision, Emergia.’ The editorial 
in part, is as follows. 

‘It is necessary for us that we appear 
before the civilized worid with uli the rea- 
son on our part. But of course, if the war 
breaks we will enter it with teeth and 
nail, with the heroic tenacity that has char- 
acterized our country in simflar cases, on 
land and sea, to the extreme that. while 
there is a single Spanish ship om the wa- 
ters, neither an American ship can come 
near Furepe without danger, or go with 
safety to any place; and while we have a 
single soldier in Cuba, our flag will be kept 
fiving. When the time comes, that peopie 
of shop-kKeepers will what means a 
people of honor and dignity.’ 

“This editorial was published at the time 
the Maine went to Havana and shows the 
state of feeling in Spain toward the Wnited 
States 

neh do not think the offering of a reward 
of $50,000 by The New York Journal will 
result in the discovery of the persons who 
caused the destruction of the Maine. Those 
who would have had a hand in the affair 
are all of wealth and influence and J do 
not think the sum offered would induce 
any one of them to tell on the others: 

“T do not think the Maine catastrophe 
will have much effect on the Cuban situa- 
tion unless the public excitement causes 
congress to recognize the belligerency of 
the island. 

‘No, I don’t think we are any nearer war 
than before. There is an old Spanish saying 
that when one of the parties is unwilling 
there can be no fight. In this case neither 
side seems to be anxious to have war and 
I do not think war will be the result.’’

STREET CAR MEN ENTER SOME OBJECTIONS 


Ordinance Adopted, However, Over 


Their Pratests—Judge Hillyer 
Urges Evil Be Remedied, 


raitroads of city council met at the 

city) hall yesterday afternoon and 
adopted the ordinance framed by the elec- 
trolysis committee of last year requiring 
all companis in the city generating elec- 
tricity used underground to transfer their 
cwfents from the water and gas pipes. 

The action was unanimous. The ordinance 
will be presented to council Monday after- 
noon and will no doubt be passed. President 
Woodruff, of the Consolidated Street Rail- 
way Company, Superintendent Zimmerman, 
ofthe Atlanta Railway Company, and Pres- 
ident Simmons, of the Chattahoochee line, 
Were present and protested: against the 
passage of the ordinance as originally 
fremed. ‘i 

They claimed the measure attempted to 
protect other electrical companies in the 
city besides the street railroads; that it is 
impossible to keep the currents ‘“‘absolute- 
ly” off water and gas pipes; and that the 
grdinance -should prescribe the method to 
be used in the change. The committee re- 
fused to grant this last objection on the 
grounds that if a prescribed method should 
prove futile the companies could then have 
recourse from the city. Aside ‘from the 
above the railway men offered no further 
objections, being willing to co-operate with 
any means they. deemed teasonable for 
transferring the electrical currents to 
their proper channels. 

Judge Hillyer, president of the water 
board, appeared before the committee to 
argue in favor of the adoption of the ordi- 
nance. He gave an interesting description

The Electrolysis Ordinance. 


The following is the ordinance a 
yesterday afternoon: 

“Be it ordained by the mayor and gen- 
eral council of the city of Atlanta, and it 
is hereby ordained by the authority of the 
Same, that it shall be the duty of all per- 
sons or companies using or employing elec- 
trical currents in the streets of the said 
city by or before July 1, 1898, to provide 
and put in use such means and appliances 
as shall well and effectually retain said cur- 
rents on their own wires, tracks or other 
Works and keep them off the gas pipes, 
cables 6r other structures in said streets 
anda to repair’ and renew said means and 
appliances or from time to time change and 
improve the same as may be necessary to 
accomplish said purpose, all at his or their 
charges and expense and at his or their 
own risk, selecting and adopting such 
meang and appliances as shall effectual- 
ly accomplish said object and; mainta 
and keep the same effectual as ‘aforesaid. 
Any person or company violating this ar- 
dinance shall be subject to a fine of $100 
for each and for each street where the 
Same may be violated, and in order to a 
conviction under this ordinance it shall not 
be necessary to show that the entire electri- 
cal current imposed on the structures of 
the city or other persons escapes from or 
comes from the power house or works 
of the party charged aforesaid. but it shal} 
be ‘sufficient for a conviction if a company 
or party by failing to restrain its cur- 
rents materially contributes to the result 
complained of as aforesaid.

GURRENT ON PIPES | PBL PROM FLING TRAIN

Thrilling Experience.of Henry Morton, 
of Savannah. 


Is AT THE JACKSON HOTEL 


Stayed All Night in a Wet Ditch and 
Was Found by Companions—He 
May Not Recover. 


Henry W. Morton, John G. Stanton and 
P. C. Oglesby, three printers, all of Sa- 
vannah, who left Atlanta on the front 
end of a passenger car of the Atlanta and 
West Point railroad Thursday afternoon 
tell a thrilling tale of adventure and hard- 
ship. 

Henry W. Morton lies in a bed at the 
Hotel Jackson in a delirious condition. 
One side of his face is torn and cut by a 
severe fall. His left hand is sprained and 
swollen and his back is in ce ndi- 
tion that he cannot move his head wWith- 
Out cauging him excruciating pain. Tn 
addition te this he is suffering from the 
shock of falling from a frain going at the 
rate of forty miles an hour and from e€X- 
posure caused by being all night in a ditch 
half full of water. 

In connection with this story of euffer- 
ing there is one of heroism and faithful- 
nese through which runs a tinge of pathos 
of a kind that touches all human hearts. 
It is the story of two men, half numb 
with cold and suffering for the want of 
sleep, tramping through the woods ¢«n a 
cold rainy night in search wounded 
companion who was bound to them only 
by the ties of acquaintance—hardly ky 
those ‘of friendship. 

Thursday afternoon when 
left Atlanta they had no money on their 
persons; they were of the unfortunates 
who are out of work and they were going 
to Montgomery in search of employment. 
They were on the front end of a car entire- 
ly unprotected from the cold wind and 
from the rain which beat in their faces 
and wet them to their skine. 

‘Nine miles this side of Newnan the train 
swept around a curve at the rate of forty 
miles an hour and Morton, who was stand- 
ing with his hands in trousef’s pockets, 
lost his balance and felf to the ground. 
The train sped on and*®the two men who 
had seen him fall had no way of stopping 
the train. They went to Newnan, left the 
train there and started in search of their 
companion. 

They walked all night vainly 
for him. At daybreak they found him 
lying in a ditch, cold, wet and almost dead 
from his wounds and exposure. A 
and buggy were procured and he was car- 
ried to Palmetto, where kind hands teyded 
to his wants. The citizens of Valmetto 
purchased three tickets and the men came 
to Atlanta, intending to put’ Morton in 
the hospital. 

The proprietor of the Jackson hotel kind- 
ly gave the men a room and Mprion has 
been there since ther. Last Ses Dr. 
Huzza examined Morton and said the man 
should be carried somewhere he could have 
prompt and efficient medical attention. 

The case is a pathetic one. The men 
have no money and no meang ‘of engaging 
medical attention. The proprietor of the 
Jackson has offered Yo let them retain the 
room. “‘Humanity demands that some- 
thing be done for the relief of the suffer- 
ings of Morton,’’ The 
man has friends in Atlanta.

HAVE WARM DEBATE 


Consolidated and Chattahoochee Prost 
dents Before Committee. 


RIGHT OF WAY WAS THE CAUSE 


Both Companies Want To Lay Tracks 
on Peachtree Street, 


TWO PETITIONS WENT TO THE COUNCIL 


But the Consolidated Got Its Through 
First—Colonel Simmons Makes 
‘Some Salty Charges.

é2 HE granting by council of the petition 
of the Consolidated Street Railway 
Company to lay ‘doubie tracks on 
Peachtree street from the Aragon hotel 
to Marietta street has atirred up a warm 
discussion between that road and _ the 
Chattahoochee line, which came to a focus 
before the committee on electric and other 
railways. at the city hall yesterday after- 
noon. 

President C. J. Simmons, representing the 
Chattahoochee line, made some salty charg- 
es against the Consolidated, which weré 
refuted in vigorous terms by President 
Woodruff. The Chattahoochee people claim 
the Consolidated officials have attempted 
to secure the exclusive right of way on 
Peachtree and Walton streets, and they 
have appealed to the council committee. 
The debate was very interesting yesterday 
afternoon. 

Toward the latter part of last year the 
Chattahoochee company presented a peti- 
tion to council for authority to extend its 
tracks from the present terminus, at the 
corner of Walton and Forsyth streets, 
down Walton to Peachtre¢ and south on 
Peachtree to the site of the old artesian 
well. The petition was referred to the 
committee on electric and other railroads, 
but action had been deferred until yester- 
day at the reqyest of President Simmons, 
who wes detay¥fed in New York. 
he filing of the petition the 
Consolidated presented a petition to coun- 
cil to double-track Peachtree street. Tho 
officials claimed, so Mr. Simmons said, 
part of the material had already arrived, 
and for other reasons asked that the right 
of way be granted as soon as_ possible. 
The result was that the resolution passed 
eouncil without being referred to a com- 
mittee and the road was at once granted 
permission to lay its double tracks. 

The officials ‘of the Chattahoochee line 
construed this action as an effort on the 
part of the Consolidated not only to pre- 
vent them from extending their line to 
Peachtree street, but to also prevent them 
from crossing the Consolidated’s tracks on 
Broad street.. There is not room on Peach- 
tree street, it is said, for three tracks. 

The Chattahoochee road has still another 
difficulty to contend with. Several of the 
property owners along Peachtree and Wal- 
ton streets have petitioned council not to 
allow the Chattahoochee road to lay tracks 
on these thoroughfares, as it would hinder 
business on account of the proximity of 
the tracks to the sidewalk. Mr. W. P. 
Inman, a large property owner in this 
neighborhood, personally appeared before 
the committeé to aud his protest to the 
move. 


Mr. Simmons Grows Warm. 

Notwithstanding these obstatles, however, 
President Simmons says he is determined 
that his tracks Shall be laid. He made 
several speeches before the committee yes- 
terday. tie said: 

“We do noc. think we have been justly 
treated in this matter.” It tooks to me as 
itr the Consolidaied has simpiy piayed a 
trick on us to Keep om reachtree atreet, 
rrom wnat I have méard it hever took any 
move to doubie-track Peachtree until’ it 
read of our petition in the papers. The 
very next morning after that p@tition Was 
published I saw Superintendent Nim Hurt, 
of the Consolidated, measuring ‘Peachtree 
street for double tracks. I mentioned the 
matter to him, and he rephed* there was 
plenty of room for all. I also heard the 
company ordered rails later, as well,as the 
special work necessary to lay the tracks, 
lt seems rather suspicious that this should 
have been done thus after our petition had 
gone in. 

“{f also hear that President Woodruff 
stated when he iniroduced his petition that 
his rails had already arrived; that they 
were in the city ready to_be put down, and 
that untiess permission was granted he 
would be forced to pay ‘storage. 

“We ordered those rails last 
to be shipped January 109,’’ 
Mr. Woodruff. 

“Well, a member of the firm of Johnson 
& Co., from whom you bought the rails, 
told me positively you ordered them after 
our petition had been made public, to be 
delivered February Ist,’’ said Mr. Simmons. 


“ir. Woodruff Makes Reply. 


In reply Mr. Woodruff said: 

“T am very much surprised that Mr. 
Simmons should have made this attack on 
us. I wish it understood that the Con- 
solidated has acted in perfect good faith 
in this matter. We were requested and 
were granted a permit to lay double tracks 
on Peachtree street in 1894, but could not 
do so ag that time. i thought the old grant 
was sufficient, but out of respect for coun- 
cil I determined to ask for a new one. 
There was no effort on my part to euchre 
the Chattahoochee road out of just deserts 
although I frankiy admit IL am opposed to 
its crossing our lines on Broad street, 
which would cause us to stop over 400 times 
a day, causing much delay and unnecessary 
inconvenience. Besides 1 ask you which {is 
more of a public necessity—running the 
Chattahoochee line to the artesian well site 
or double-tracking our line on Peachtree 
street? We have had innumerable com- 
plaints from business men in this adttion 
because we did not run our ears into the 
city via Peachtree street, the present route 
causing the loss of much valuable time and 
inconvenience. | 
. “We have beeh considering double track- 
ing Peachtrée street for six months. The 
rails were ordered last November. and I 
then asked our electrician, Mr. Brown to 
give me anh estimate cost of the work 
When our pétition was presented t5 council, 
I told a councilman the rails, -which were 
to be delivered January 10th. were expected 
every day. and that unless the permit wae 
granted we would necessarily have ta pay 
storage. T admit the special work was or- 
dered after the petition was granted” 

Electrician Brown corroborated 
Woodruff’s statement concerning 
quest for an estimate on the 
November. 

Mr. Simmons spoke again. arcuing that 
the Consolidated’s petition should not have 
been granted on account of a former pur- 
chase of rails. He stated the maiter was 
of great importance to his company itn 
that it was considering making the road 
twice as long as at present. This mesns 
an extension to Marietta. He askéd that

Dr. Fielding Travis Powell, a prom 
physician of Atlanta, died yesterday af- 
y after 2 o'clock at his resi- 


dence, 58 Spring street. 

Dr. Powell had been in 
the past two or threé years. 
was pth py heart failure. He had been 
confined to his bed for some time and while 
his death was a sad blow to his family it 
was not altogether unexpected. 


111 health for

/ At the time of his death Dr. Powell was 


seventy years of age. The greater portion 
of his life had been spent in Atlanta, and 
he was well known throughout ti.e siate. 
He had attained remarkable success as @ 
practicing physiciany and was known as 
one of the most distinguished mem)crs of 
the profession in this state. | 

For the past nine years he was president 
of the Eclectic Medica! Society of Georgia. 
He has been prominently associated with 
this eociety and was looked upon us an 
acknowledged authority. He was one of 
the organizers uf thé Eclectic Society and 
devoted a great amount of time and at-~ 
tention to its success. 

Dr. Powell was born in Nashville, Tenn., 
in 1828. Hie early life was spent in Ten- 
nessee and there he received his early edu- 
eation. It wus his original intention to 
become a lawyer and with that idea in 
view he took a law course in one of the 
best law schools in Tennessee, and after 
graduating began the practice of law. 

In 1856 he came to Atlanta and practiced 
law w'th a number of the men who are 
now Atlanta’s most distinguished b:rris- 
ters. He had a fondness for medicine hog 
after considerable study began to practice. 
When he first came t tlanta he married 
a Miss Powell, who wanhgistantly related to 
him. 

During the war Dr. Powell was attached 
to a corp of surgeons and rendered valua- 
ble service to his country. A portion of 
the time he was in bad health and was 
unable to give all of his attention to the 
work. At this time he became wel! known 
as a4 war correspondent and a number of 
letters, written by him, were widely 
copied.@ Dr. Powell wrote poetry urder the 
non de plume of “Travis,’”” and sume of 
his poetry was widely copied. 

Dr. Powell was greatly interested in the 
welfare of Atlanta and when he first came 
here was one of those who believed that 
Atlanta was destined to become a preat 
city. His family Was one of the best 
known in the state. 

Dr. Powell is survived by four children.

and placed in charge of Postmaster Smyth. 
The result will be a cheaper and much 
better service. 3 
Postmaster Smyth has” received from 
Washington a copy ,of the report of the 
fourth assistant postmaster general in ref- 
erence to the consolidation of clogely 
bunched postoffices, and that 1eport shows 
that much money is being saved by the 
consolidation. QYThe report also calls atten- 
tion to the fact that the appropriation fur 
postoffice work is very small, and intimates 
that something must be done to economize, 
Decatur, Edgewood and Kirkwood may 
be placed under the control of Postmaster 
although this has not been. de- 
termined. By making those postoffices a 
part of the Atlanta office the population 
which they supply would have a greatly 
improved mail service. 
When the consolidation 
lowing postoffices will 
footing with the West 
Clara, east Atlanta, south 
Atlanta and any other postoffice that may 
established. Instead of having _post- 
masters at these offices, Postmaster Smyth 
will place an experienced clerk in charge 
and the offices will be run just as before 
except that a better system will be used.
